THE COOPERATIVE STIMULATION OF 
BOOKBUYING. 


AVAILABLE opportunities for the stimula- 
tion of the bookreading and bookbuying habit 
are literally innumerable. The PUBLISHERS’ 
WEEKLY has talked so much about them, 
has seen so clearly the need of greater coop- 
eration between publishers and booksellers 
and has harped so continually upon it, that 
the very phrase may have grown editorially 
hackneyed. 

A fresh meaning has been given it, however, 
by the proposed Publishers’ Cooperative 
Bureau, news of whose establishment has been 
known to a few of the trade for some months 
and to the trade at large since Mr. Double- 
day’s announcement at the recent Convention 
of the American Booksellers’ Association. 
Now, however, that the Bureau has secured 
a Manager, Mr. Richard B. G. Gardner, and 
an abiding place, even though temporary, 
at 16 E. goth street, New York City, some 
more formal announcement of its aims and 
methods should be timely. 

The Bureau had its inception in the appoint- 
ment of a special committee by an informal 
meeting of publishers. This committee con- 
sisted of Messrs. Edwin H. Dodd, George H. 
Doran, Alex. Grosset, Alfred Harcourt, of 
Henry Holt & Company, William Morrow, of 
F. A. Stokes Company, Roger L. Scaife, of 
Houghton, Mifflin Company and S. A. 
Everett, of Doubleday, Page & Company. 
This committee made a formal report which 
states, better than one otherwise could, the 
ideal actuating the Bureau and the lines 
along which it proposes to work. It is here 
quoted only in part. 


GENERAL Pusuiicity. The work done during the fall 
of 1912 in Boston and particularly Philadelphia should 





be carefully studied with the intention to continue the 
effort in those cities and extend the plan in all directions. 


| In nearly all the newspaper and magazine offices are 











men who would readily lend their assistance and influence 
to a plan of publishing frequent general articles on books 
and reading. The idea would fall in line with their 
inclination, and rightly selected subjects would provoke 
discussion and would give a potentially inviting oppor- 
tunity to various types of minds to present a persona 
point of view. 

The book trade in many parts of the country could be 
interested in this effort to make books fashionable. In 
nearly every community where there is a live-minded 
bookseller, he would be able to arrange with important 
men in his neighborhood for interviews by the local 
paper, or for articles to be printed in the local paper 
on the season’s books. . . . 4 

COOPERATIVE ADVERTISING. It is the opinion of the 
committee that part of the advertising money of the 
various publishing houses could probably be combined 
in cooperative effort to buy regular space in newspapers 
with the main idea that by combining we could get a 
cumulative display effect which would never result from 
the same number of advertisements scattered about the 
paper on different days. ... 

The committee would like to see an experiment made 
in combined advertising in the street cars of a moderate 
sized city, with the same kind of cooperation of the trade. 

EXHIBITIONS. The committee is heartily in favor of 
extending the book exhibition plan. If no other result 
were accomplished from the appointment of this com- 
mittee than the exhibition at the City Club in Boston, 
the committee feels that its effort would have been well 
worth while. ‘ 

Similar exhibitions should be arranged for in other 
cities, and the plan should be carried to very many of 
the smaller cities and towns. If a dozen to twenty-five 
exhibitions could be arranged which would go from one 
locality to another, that would be most desirable, 
These exhibitions could be made social and literary 
events, and could be carried on in the larger cities at 
one of the regular clubs. The womens clubs would 
usually welcome the suggestion: and in many of the 
smaller towns the literary clubs would eagerly compete 
for such an opportunity. The progressive church would 
often be glad to take up the matter. When once started 
the main question would be where to draw the line! 
and the result would be that new books would be eagerly 
discussed and made a more integral part of the social 
family and community life of the country... . 

PROMOTION BURFAU AND MANAGER. It is obvious 
that the plans outlined, if considered worthy of odoption , 
demand the service of a good promotion bureau manager, 
and the committee recommends the engagement of the 
best man obtainable at a reasonable salary. This in- 
volves the definite pledge by a number of publishers 
(probably it would not be worth attempting with less 
than ten) of a sufficient sum of money to guarantee 
this salary and a careful test of these plans recommended, 

As the publishers’ representative, he would lend en- 
couragement to the establishment of new bookstores 
where demanded, and it is hoped he would be an ex- 
perienced book merchant who could advise with the 
trade in matters of merchandising books. Suchia 
generally informed man would help to introduce the 
best ideas and most effective methods generally, and 
greatly assist with the difficult subject of inadequate 
distribution. 

This report was adopted by the informal 
meeting of the publishers to which it was 


presented and for some months plans have 
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been under way to make the Bureau a reality.

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THE FICTION FACTORY. 


HOW ONE MAN WRITES AND SELLS OVER HALF A 
MILLION WORDS A YEAR. 


By George Allan England. 


{One of the most significant articles on the literary 
craft which THe PuBLisHers’ WEEKLY has come across 
in some time appeared recently in The Independent, 
under the above caption. The writer, George Allan 
England, describes, humorously but convincingly what 
he himself calls his ‘‘fiction factory,’ and it is so good 
that we trust The Independent will forgive us if we re- 
print it practically entire—Ed. P. W.| 

The most remarkable characteristic of mod- 
ern literature, says The Independent itself by 
way of editorial introduction, is the rising 
flood of fiction. In the United States alone 
about a hundred novels and two thousand 
short stories are published every month to 
say nothing of those not thought worth print- 
ing. Yet the demand is still greater than the 
supply as is proved by the great rise in prices 
paid for fiction in the past few years, and by 
the number of young men of education and 
ability who have in consequence been drawn 
into this field. The fertility of invention and 
facility of composition shown by some of the 
writers for the story magazines is a constant 
marvel to the uninitiated. We asked one of 
the most popular of them ‘“‘how he did it?” 
and he responded with this article which ex- 
plains so clearly his method that doubtless 
any reader can do the same if he wishes to. 
Among Mr. England’s best known serials are 
‘The Seni of Transmutation,’’ ‘‘ The Elixir 
of Hate,” ‘‘Darkness and Dawn” and ‘‘ The 
Golden Blight.”

This being a personal narrative involves an 
almost Rooseveltian use of the vertical vowel. 
With which general apology, here goes! 

Imprimis, my being a fiction-smith is all an 
accident, like most careers. I planned to be a 
professor and wear spectacles, also write Ph.D. 
after my name and be very wise. Instead, I 
have neither the Ph.D. nor the spectacles. 
Fate willed otherwise. She let me get as far 
as A.M., and then diverted me into the insur- 
ance business, where at least one can earn 
enough to eat on. My réle was advertising- 
man and writer of insurance-puffs. In de- 
scribing the wondrous advantages of insurance 
and dispelling its disadvantages, I received 


my first real lessons in imaginative writing and | 


the forging of fiction. Beside this training, 
all my Harvard English work paled into in- 
significance. 

After a year at this supremely excellent 
preparation, ill-health laid me low. I had 
overstrained my imagination. I retired to the 
woods of Maine, curled up and proceeded to 
starve, or near-starve, at any rate. But the 
snawings of poverty inspired further effort. 

he idea of trying a hand at the short-story 
game dawned upon me. I wrote my first story 
on scraps of brown paper, with a pencil, copied 
it out on a near-typewriter, and sent it to 
Collier's. Pretty soon $100 came back, where- 
at Inear fainted. After that, the wheels began 
to buzz in earnest. 


THE BUILDING OF THE FACTORY. 

My plant was very primitive and crude, so I 
set to work enlarging and improving it. Mc- 
Clure’s, The American Magazine, Harper’s and 
other publications began accepting things, and 
the machinery began to turn rapidly. I com- 
menced constructing my method. Nobody 
taught me; I was far away in the wilderness, 
and had to make my own tools and equipment. 
I began observing and taking notes, reading 
the papers with an eye to striking situations, 
keeping scrap-books, and in general collecting 
data from the environment. The rough-and- 
ready Maine woods-life was crammed with 
local color. I annexed much of it, and landed 
a series of Maine stories on a whole string of 
magazines. And the money kept coming in 
at a rate which surprised nobody as much as 
it did me. 

After a while, a good fairy crossed my path, 
in the form of one Robert Hobart Davis, 
‘‘Bob”’ Davis, who edits, builds, molds and 
cradles in the hollow of his palm a number of 
magazines for Frank A. Munsey—just how 
many magazines, even he himself doesn’t 
know. Mr. Davis invited me to go fishing 
with him, in a driving rain, on a very dee 
Maine lake. He sat in one end of the frail 
canoe, I at the other. He weighs 592; I weigh, 
well, something less. He talked contracts with 
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me, and rocked the boat gently. So I closed 
with him. I loved life then, even as I love 
it now. Also, I could not swim. From that 
narrow escape, the truly large aspects of the 
factory-building all date. 


HOW IT IS DONE. 

Bob Davis put the scenario idea into my 
head. That is, the concept of working on ap- 
proved orders, along a definite plot already 
agreed on between publisher and author. 
True, I still ‘‘free-lance,’’ but only as a by- 
product. My solid, bill-paying work is all 
done on orders, according to the plans laid 
down by the good fairy and me. 

The scenario, then, came to take a definite 
place alongside the note-books and the clip- 
pings. On this tripodal arrangement, plus an 
avid observance of human life and nature and 
a habit of pounding the typewriter-keys many 
hours each day, Sundays included, rests the 
ever-growing work of my fiction-shop. Genius, 
avaunt! ‘‘There’s nothing to it.’ Method 
and sweat, these solve the riddle of the meal- 
ticket. 

My eye is ever open, also my ear, for every 
bit of good material coming my way. Into 
the note-book goes now a bit of scenery, a 
face, a phrase, again some new idea, a plot- 

erm, an odd garment, a deformity, a beauty.

‘‘WHERE DO YOU GET YOUR STORIES?” 


Everywhere! The writer who is alive, can 
pick up stories right from the air. On trains 
and boats, from the newspapers, from the 
living speech of humans, from a thousand and 
one sources, good fiction can be culled. All 
you have to do is to watch for it—and grab it. 
And after years of work, the watching becomes 
second nature; you can’t help it. riters are 
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just big tom-cats stalking plot-rats through 
the attics and cellars of life, or sitting at in- 
cident holes waiting for the story-mice to pop 
out. It’s so easy! Sometimes a chance bit 
of conversation will detonate a whole story 
pr series of stories. About two years ago I 
took a morning walk with a friend. We got 
to speculating on what would happen if all 
the people in the world were killed, save two. 
From this germ has grown a trilogy of serials. 
Two have already been published in the 
Cavalier, and the third is now in course of 
preparation. They are ‘‘ Darkness and Dawn,” 
‘Beyond the Great Oblivion” and ‘The 
After-glow,”” and they have kept bread and 
cheese on the shelf for a long time. 


THE SCENARIOS. 


They weren’t written, of course, without 
careful planning and the previous construction 
of scenarios, in collaboration with the Good 
Fairy Davis aforementioned. (‘‘Some’”’ fairy!) 
All serials have to be approved in detail, be- 
fore I do a word on them; then they’re prac- 
tically certain to sell. There’s no sense in 
running the fiction-factory on any uncertain- 
ties.

BOOKS. 


As we go to press word comes that the | 
Finance Committee of the Senate has made | 


important changes in the Underwood bill so far 
as books are concerned, the chief being the 
imposition of a tariff on books in foreign 
languages. 

The chief sufferers from this Senate change, 
as the New York Evening Post points out, 
are private persons, and one class of them, at 
least, deserves better treatment, the teachers 
who in their preparation for their work have 
to use books in foreign languages. Under the 
present law, books chiefly in languages other 
than English come in free, as they did under 
the Wilson, Dingley, and Payne-Aldrich tar- 
iffs. The Underwood bill, as it passed the 
House, continued this exemption. The Senate 
revisers have altered the provision, so that all 
books, unless they are text-books for use in 
schools: or other educational institutions, or 
are imported for public libraries or similar 
establishments, must pay 15 per cent. ad 
valorem. 


FOREIGN BOOKS IMPORTANT FOR TEACHERS. 

The Finance Committee seems to have been 
moved by the wholly mistaken impression 
that foreign literature is imported largely by 
wealthy persons. In point of fact, such books

Books, maps, music, photographs, litho- 
graphic prints, and charts, printed more than 
twenty years before, and in bindings not less 
than twenty years old, come in free. This re- 
striction wpon bindings is designed to reach 
those cases where books are sent abroad to be 
bound, or where old books, purchased abroad, 
are rebound; as in the case of the old editions 
in the Hoe collection, which Mr. Hoe had put 
into modern bindings. All books and similar 
things imported by authority, or for the use 
of the Library of Congress, would come in 
free, as would “all hydrographic charts, and 
publications issued for their subscribers, or 
exchanges by scientific and literary associa- 
tions or academies, or publications of indi- 
viduals for gratuitous private circulation, not 
advertising matter, and public documents 
issued by foreign Governments.”’

To the stud- 
ent, cramming for an examination, facts are 
essential, but the historical novel has led many 


_ a youth to more solid study. 


In the historical novel, the leading charac- 
ters are generally fictitious, and the real per- 
sonages play minor parts. In ‘“‘La Trahison 
de Marie Loaian? by Edmond Lepelletier 
(Tallandier) this order of things is reversed. 


| Napoleon’s second wife is the principal char- 


acter, but a brave, jovial, faithful, old drum- 
major and some fictitious personages are also 
introduced. It has always seemed to me that 
Marie Louise hardly receives fair treatment 
from some modern writers. They seem to 
think it a heinous fault that she did not love 
Napoleon, and perhaps was unfaithful to him. 
Sold like a slave to a man she had been taught 
to detest, who had conquered her country, 
humiliated her father, and who spent such 
spare time as he had in the society of his first 
wife, it would have been very remarkable if 
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she had loved him. There is a good deal of 
human nature even in archduchesses. 

We shall, no doubt, hear a good deal more 

about the same lady in “‘ Napoléon et sa fam- 
ille’’ (Ollendorff), the tenth volume of M. 
Frédéric Masson’s great work. How many 
books on Napoléon ML. Masson has written it 
would be difficult to say, but at any rate he 
has plenty of material, for he is reputed to 
have the largest Napoleonic library in exist- 
ence. 
“*Le Journal d’une femme de cinquante ans” 
(Chapelot) is a diary by the Marquise de la 
Tour du Pin, extending from the year 1778 to 
1815. The lady was daughter-in-law of the 
Minister of War of Louis XVI, and her Mem- 
oirs include an account of the Court of Marie 
Antoinette, the Revolution, life in America 
(as an émigrée), the Consulate and Empire, 
and the return of Louis XVIII. She was not 
only a keen observer, as most Frenchwomen 
are, but knew how to record her impressions 
wittily or sympathetically. The book has been 
edited by her great-grandson. 

As a good many people want to know some- 
thing about the new President of the Republic, 
one of his friends, M. H. Gerard, has prepared 


a biography of Raymond Poincaré (A. Meri- | 


cant), and M. Paul Raynaud has done the 
same kind office for Waldeck- Rousseau (Gras- 
set).

Peerage is not in evidence on the drawing- 
room table as it was in the early Victorian 
days, but, still, there are many people who like 
to hear about royal personages, especially 
royal personages who break through the tram- 
mels of convention. For such persons, Prin- 
cess Louise of Saxony must have been, a real 
boon. Her Memoirs were published in all 
parts of the globe, and not the least charm 
about them—to certain readers—was the 
knowledge that the publication must have 
exceedingly annoyed the lady’s august rela- 
tives. It will be remembered that sie married 
an Italian composer, but after a very few years 
he found that he could not compose com- 
posedly with such a companion in the house, 
and the situation was not improved when she 
aired her matrimonial wrongs—real or sup- 
posed—in print. But, as the proverb says, 
‘one tale is good until another is told,’”’ and 
the composer has now invoked the aid of the 
compositor, and gives his version of the story 
in ‘“‘Mari d’Altesse,”” by Enrico Toselli (A.

In my young days, there was a little book 
entitled ‘‘Reading Without Tears,’ for the 
use of small children. I do not know whether 
the title was truthful—I should imagine the 
individual child was an important factor in 
the equation. 

I believe it was written by a lady, but now 
an eminent scholar, M. Salomon Reinach, who 
has already essayed to teach us Latin and 
Greek without tears, is going to teach us 
French by the same method, in a book called 
“*Sidonil”” (Hachette).

Let the publishers also cut down the amount 
of money spent for posters, circulars, and 
order blanks, and cooperate with the pro- 
gressive dealer in advertising their books 
is meant among the 
people whom we know, our own folks. A 
newspaper ad over the name of the local 
dealer will be far more effective than over the 
name of the publisher whose office is a 
thousand miles away. To only a very few 
readers does the name of the publishers have 
any interest. They depend far more on the 
recommendation of their local dealer,.if he 
is a real bookseller. In my own case I would 
be willing to run book advertisements over 
my own name, pay the newspapers their usual 
rate to me in cash, and let the publisher send 
me copies of the book advertised, to the cost 
of the advertising at the regular discount of 
33%% or better. This arrangement would 
insure the activity of the dealer in promoting 
the books he can recommend and at the same 


| time those that he believes will respond to 
| local advertising. The cut price dealers, 
| being excluded from such arrangements would 


soon fall into line and maintain the fixed 
prices to secure these additional advantages.

POSTAL MATTERS. 
SENDING PARCELS C. O. D. 

A CIRCULAR has been sent out»from Wash- 
ington to all Post Offices of the country con- 
instructions for the handling of 
C. O. D. parcel post matter under the new 
“‘Collect-on-Delivery Service,” which went 


_ into effect July r. 
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The sender of a mailable parcel on which the 


postage is fully prepaid may have the price | 


of the article and the charges thereon collected 
from the addressee on payment of a fee of ro 
cents in stamps affixed, provided the amount 
collected does not exceed $100. Such a parcel 
will be insured against loss without additional 
charge, in an amount equivalent to its value, 
but not to exceed $50. The sender of a collect- 
on-delivery parcel will receive a receipt show- 
ing the office and date of the mailing, the 
number of the parcel, and the amount due him. 
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C. O. D. parcels will be accepted for mailing | 


- at a money order Post Office and when 
addressed to a money order Post Office. Ifa 
C. QO. D. parcel is received at a non-money 


order Post Office, the Postmaster will notify | 


the office of mailing of the amount of postage 
required for its return. The Postmaster at 


the office of mailing will ascertain from the | 


sender whether he desires the parcel returned 
or delivered without collection of the charges. 
If the sender notifies him in writing that the 
parcel may be delivered without collecting 
the charges, he will attach the order to the 
office coupon and notify the Postmaster at 
the office of address to that effect.

A parcel may be refused when it is tendered 
for delivery, but after delivery has been ef- 
fected it cannot be returned on account of dis- 
satisfaction with the contents or the amount 
collected. The Post Office Department will 
not be responsible for errors made by senders 


in stating the collection charges or for any | 


misunderstanding between the senders and 
addressees regarding the character of the con- 
tents of parcels. 


PARCELS INSURANCE. 


SIMILARLY on July rst a system of parcels 
post insurance went into effect. A mailable 
parcel on which the postage is fully prepaid 
may be insured against loss in an amount 
equivalent to its actual value, but not to 
exceed $25, on payment of a fee of five cents, 
and in an amount equivalent to its actual 
value in excess of $25, but not to exceed $50, 
on payment of a fee of ten cents in stamps, 
such stamps to be affixed. The amount of 


the insurance fee must be placed on the | 


receipt given the sender and on the coupon 
retained at the mailing office. 
PARCEL POST STAMPS GO?D ON ALL 
MAIL MATTER. 

PARCEL post stamps will be valid on all 
classes of mail on and after July 1, and ordi- 
nary stamps, including commemorative issues, 
will be good for postage on parcel post pack- 
ages, under an order issued June 26, by 
Postmaster General Burleson. As the dis- 
tinctive parcel post stamp could heretofore 








be used only on one class of mail matter, 
much annoyance was caused the public. Mr. 
Burleson has explained that this stamp 
was designed for use temporarily only, to 
determine the amount of revenue derived 
from the parcel post. This has now been 
ascertained, he said, and the department 
believes that the public should not be caused 
further inconvenience.
